Turning Down $25,000,000. 


UBTRACT the number of men 

who accepted $25,000,000 from 

the number to whom that sum 

was offered and the difference 
is-John Barton Payne, chairman of 
the American Red Cross. To put it 
mildly, a few speeches have been 
made about that refusal; precedents 
have been cited (how Senators de- 
light to spring precedents upon peo- 
ple other than themselves!) but none 
of them mention the fact that refus- 
ing money from the government has 
been a habit with Judge Payne. As 
for the $25,000,000, he could not have 
drawn more attention from the Sen- 
ate if he had stolen the money rather 
than refused it. 

Among other things Judge Payné 
has sat upon the bench, and has been 
a Mayor, a Chair- 
man of the United 
States Shipping 
Board, a Director 
General of Rail- 
roads and a Sec- 
retary of the In- 
terior. William G. 
McAdoo asked 
him to become 
counsel to the 
government rail- 
road administra- 
tion. “That will 
cost me $100,000 a 
year,’’ he said in accepting, fo 
Judge Payne’s Chicago law firm was 
retained by seven railroads. The city 
of Chicago made him president of the 
South Park Board. He refused to 
accept his salary, but he was com- 
pelled by law to do so; consequently 
he turned his pay checks over to the 
park board for an art museum, A 
few years ago he went with Charles 
Beecher Warren on a State Depart- 
ment mission to Mexico. The govern- 
ment forced upon him railroad and 
Pullman fares; Payne gave the 
money away. 

Ten years ago President Harding 
summoned Judge Payne to the White 
House just after the latter had met 
with the trustees of Georgetown Uni- 
versity, who were seeking a new 
president for their institution. Payne 
was offered a _ quasi-official post 
which carried a $27,000 salary. ‘‘I’ll 
take it,’’ he told the President, ‘‘on 
condition that I shall serve without 
pay, that I pay my own traveling 
expenses and that I buy my own 
postage stamps."’ 

Too late,"’ he said the next morn- 
ing to the university trustees, ‘I’ve 
just taken a Red Cross job.”

the United States have been among 
the -fads of Mrs. John Brooks Hen- 
derson, who has recently offered the 
Federal Government another one of 
her imposing houses as a palace for 
our Republican crown princes. It 
grieves Mrs. Henderson that the only 
shelter that the country gives to its 
Vice Presidents is an official limou- 
sine; although many a Vice Presi- 
dent has had difficulty in making 
both ends meet, no one thus far has 
turned tin-can tourist. 

Mrs. Henderson is the widow of a 
Senator from Missouri who bought a 
large section of land out where Six- 
teenth Street, Washington, climbs 
Meridian Hill. She is now nearing 30, 
and she has known every President 
from Lincoln to Hoover. She has 
seen among the fifteen different oc- 
capants of the White House four Vice 


Presidents who became President, 
and for these heirs apparent she 
would provide more imposing living 
quarters than hotel rooms. During the 
Coolidge administration Mrs. Hender- 
son offered another of her houses, a 
white, imposing pile of the propor- 
tions of a union station. It was too 
grand for both Vice President and 
Congress; now it is occupied by the 
Spanish Embassy. 
" In her stone 

\ castle on Meri- 
' dian Hill, Mrs. 
Henderson has 
dreamed many 
dreams. She en- 
visioned her 
neighborhood = as 
the diplomatic 
section of the 
capital; there are 
now seven em- 
bassies and lega- 
tions there—more 
than are assembled in the legation 
quarter at Peking. Once she did her 
determined best—and this frail, soft- 
spoken octogenarian is not without 
the influence of persistence—to have 
Sixteenth Street, running down to 
the hobby-horse statue of Andrew 
Jackson in front of the White House, 
renamed ‘‘Avenue of the Presidents.”’

‘I never went 
downtown,”’ she complained, ‘‘that I 
wasn't annoyed by the leg shows I 
saw on every side. It is like the days 
before the fall of Rome.”’

A NEW ECONOMIC ERA. 
By COLONEL ARTHUR WOODS, 


Chairman of the President’s Emergency Un- 
employment Committee, in an Address 
to the National Conference of 
Business Paper Editors. 


HOSE of us who are looking 

forward to a time when un- 

employment may have become 

as rare and as preventable as 
yelldw fever is now, know that en- 
couraging signs are to be found in 
industry itself. 


What we are beginning to feel, 
however, is that, arising out of this 
and earlier depressions, we have the 
beginning of a new economic era of 
quite a different kind; the era in 
which business management realizes 
its responsibility toward the contin- 
uous employment of the producing 
unit, which is also the consuming 
unit. Business men know today that 
their employes are also their cus- 
tomers. 

No matter what the form of in- 
dustry may be, no matter what the 
individual problem of stabilization 
may be, a continued high level of 
employment is a problem to the man- 
agement just as profits are. Even a 
5 per cent gain in the reduction of un- 
employment, besides reducing human 
misery, would mean millions of more 
dollars in purchasing power in this 
country. When unemployment exists 
it deals its blows not only at its 
victims among the workers but also 
among their former employers.

I don’t think you will believe me 
when I give you his figures that the 
annual liquor bill for the United 
States is $8,000,000,000 and $6,000,- 
000,000 goes for corrupting officials.

HERE is no new principle in- 
volved; there is no precedent 
to be established.

To take care of people in twenty- 
one States, a million and a half peo- 
ple, and five to six million unem- 
ployed, with from eight to ten mil- 
lion dollars, is an absurdity. You 
may give them 40 cents a week, you 
may give them enough to keep death 
from actually visiting them while 
you are present, but their health is 
gone; their physical stamina has 
been undermined; their capacity for 
the discharge of the duties of Amer- 
ican citizenship has been challenged; 
and that is not taking care of Amer- 
ican citizens.
